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Stop-Go  System  of 
Directing  Traffic 
Is  Effective  May  1 

Twelve  Thousand  Motorists  and  60,000  Peo- 
ple Are  Asked  to  Co-operate  With  Police  in 
Straightening  Out  Traffic  Problem— Four  In- 
I ^sections  Will  Have  Traffic  Signals 

Hairpin  Turn  and  Other  Rules 

Must  Also  Be  Strictly  Observed

WELVE  thousand  motorist*  and  more  than  60.000  residents 
of  Victoria  will  have  to  adjust  themselves  to  a  new  traffic 
code  which  comes  Into  effect  next  Wednesday.  Sufficient 
time  has  elapsed  since  arterial  highway  stop  signs  were  Installed 
and  street  car  safety  zones  provided.  It  is  thought,  for  the  public 
to  absorb  another  set  of  new  traffic  rules  In  the  programme  laid 
down  by  the  police  commission. 


On  May  1  pedestrian*  and  motor- 
ists alike  will  have  their  first  taste 
of  the  stop-and-go  system  of  di- 
recting traffic.  It  will  be  interest- 
ing to  see  if  the  public  will  accept 
these  restrictions  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  they  adopted  the  arterial 
highway  scheme  and  safety  tones 
lor  street  cars. 

Those  who  have  been  frequent 
visitors  to  Seattle  or  Vancouver 
will  have  little  difficulty  In  grasping 
the  situation,  but  those  who  have 
not  set  foot  off  "their  native  heath" 
will  at  first  find  the  system  a  little 
puzzling. 

For  those  who  have  not  seen  the 
stop -and -go  system  of  directing 
traffic  in  operation  Chief  of  Police 
John  Fry  has  given  out  information 
which  it  Is  hoped  will  enlighten  the 
general  public. 

Accompanying  the  signals  will  be 
the  shrill  whistle  of  the  traffic  of- 
ficer as  he  makes  his  decision  to 
stop  the  flow  of  traffic  one  way  and 
allow  motorists  and  pedestrians  to 
proceed  in  another  direction. 
LOCATIONS   OF  SIGNALS 

First  of  all.  it  will  be  best  to 
explain  where  the  stop-and-go 
signs  will  be  located  before  describ- 
ing what  to  do.  There  will  be  one 
stationed  at  the  Intersection  of 
Yates  and  Douglas  Streets,  another 
at  I^auglas  and  View  Streets,  an- 
other at  Fort  and  Douglas  Streets 
and  a  fourth  at  Fort  and  Govern- 
ment Streets 

They  will  be  operated  from  1 1  30 
o'clock  in  the  morning  until  2 
o'clock  In  the  afternoon  and  from 
5  o'clock  In  the  evening  until  8:30 
o'clock,  one  half  hour  after  the 
stores  have  closed.  This  latter  is 
to  take  care  of  the  supper  hour 
rush. 

Having  located  the  signs,  the  next 
step  Is  to  know  what  they  mean. 
Traffic  on  Douglas  Street  flows 
north  and  south,  and  consequently 
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on  the  Intersecting 
west. 

When  the  traffic  officer  blows  his 
whistle  and  turns  his  stop-and-go 
signal  so  that  the  "go"  sign  Is  ob- 
servable by  those  proceeding  along 
Douglas  Street  In  either  direction, 
then  traffic  can  move  north  and 
south  on  Douglas  Street  While 
the  traffic  i<  moving  north  and  south 
on  Douglas  Street,  motorists  and 
pedestrians  going  east  and  west  on 
Yates  8treet.  View  or  Fort  will  not 
be  able  to  cross  the  intersection 
until  the  sign  changes.

When  the  officer  again  blows  his 
whistle  those  who  have  had  the 
riant  of  way  on  Douglas  Street  are 
cautioned  to  clear  the  Intersection 
and  those  nearlng  the  Intersection 
to  stop.  The  signal  changes.  The 
"stop"  sign  now  shows  to  those 
traveling  on  Douglas  Street,  while 
the  "go"  sign  is  observable  to  those 
traveling  on  Yates  Street,  who  have 
bren  unable  to  cross  Douglas  street 
because  the  signal  has  been  against 
them. 

Now  the  traffic  flows  east  and  west 
while  traffic  on  Douglas  8treet  is 
j  stopped  at  the  Intersection.  Those 
crossing  Douglas  Street,  either  east 
or  west,  have  the  right  of  wav 

These  signals  affect  pedestrians 
and  motorists  alike.  Chief  of  Poll  i 
John  Fry  says.  After  the  public 
has  been  given  a  probationary  pe- 
riod during  which  to  learn  the  reg- 
ulations, the  new  traffic  code  will 
be  rigidly  enforced.  Just  a<  the  ar- 
terial highway  system  and  safety 
zone  system  were  enforced. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  handling 
of  traffic  these  signals  are  being  in- 
stAlled.  but  their  operation  will  de- 
mand of  the  public  an  even  closer 
observation  of  the  existing  regula- 
tions than  has  been  the  case  In 
the  past. 

Those  embarking  on  street  cars. 
-  for  instance,  will  have  to  rigidly 
I  observe  the  safety  zone  rule.  When 

I  embarking    on  a  car.  pedestrians 

II  should  be  within  the  white  lines 
of  the  safety  zones.  By  doing 
tras  a  clear  traffic  lane  is  provided 
between  the  zone  and  the  sidewalk 
through  which  motor  traffic  may 
pass. 

If  pedestrians  should  string  across 
the  roadway  when  embarking  on  a 
street  car  and  the  traffic  signal  be 
changed  to  allow  traffic  to  proceed 
past  the  street  car.  motorists  would 
be  unable  to  act  promptly  on  the 
signal  with  the  result  that  much 
time  would  be  wasted  and  traffic 
would  be  congested. 

PARKING  REGULATIONS 
Another  ruling  which  will  be  rig- 
Idly  enforced  with  the  Institution 
of  the  stop-and-go  traffic  system 
will  be  the  one  hour  parking  regula- 
tion. There  has  been  such  a  rapid 
increase  In  the  number  of  auto- 
mobile owners  during  the  past  few 
years  that  parking  space  is  now  at 
a  premium.  Tills  adds  to  the  traf- 
fic problem,  as  also  does  double 
parking  All  constables  have  been 
instructed  to  enforce  the  parking 
rules  to  the  fullest  extent. 

Another  regulation  which  is  vital 
to  the  proper  handling  of  traffic 
Is  the  showing  of  the  correct  sign 
when  making  a  turn  New  legisla- 
tion has  been  provided  for  enforcing 
this  rule  Anyone  falling  to  make 
the  proper  sign  when  turning  will 
be  open  to  a  fine. 

Before  departing  from  the  stop- 
snd-go  system  of  traffic  and  the 
enforcement  of  regulations  to  assure 
Its  success  there  Is  one  more  point 
that  has  to  be  explained. 

If  the  "go"  sign  Is  with  a  driver 
who  wishes  to  make  a  right  hand 
or  left  hand  turn,  the  signal  stop- 
ping traffic  on  the  street  Into  which 
le  wishes  to  turn  does  not  prevent 
him  from  making  the  turn. 

Left  hand  turns  are  only  pro- 
hibited in  cities  where  the  traffic 
is  so  dense  at  certain  Intersections, 
that  to  make  a  left  hand  turn  would 
tie  up  traffic  for  a  long  period. 

There  is  a  provision  made  In 
respect  to  turning  at  intersections, 
however,  that  will  come  Into  effect 
at  the  same  time  as  the  stop-and- 
go  system  of  traffic  direction. 
HAIRPIN  TURN 
Motorist*  will  not  be  permitted 
to  make  a  hairpin  or  O  turn  at 
the  Intersections  of  Broad  and  View 
Streets,  and  Fort  and  Broad  Street*. 
The  crossings  are  too  narrow  at 
these  points  and  the  traffic  too  heavy 
to  permit  such  an  operation  with 
ease  and  without  causing  Incon- 
venience to  other  motorist*  or  pe- 
destrians. 

With  thnw  solo  motorcycles  and 
additional  traffic  men  taken  on 
the  police  force,  the  arterial  high- 
way system  regulation*  will  also  be 
given  more  attention  by  the  police 
Chief  of  Police  John  Fry  asks 
that  the  public  eo-oprrate  with  the 
poller  m  having  the  new  nils*  en- 
forced. He  particularly  appeal*  to 
the  pedestrian*  in  so  far  a*  the 
stop-and-go  system  is  concerned,  as 
It  has  been  the  experience  in  every 
city  where  this  system  has  been

The  point  he 
wished  to  make,  he  said,  was  that 
British  products  were  different  and 
being  different  did  not  necessarily 
mean  Inferior 

'  From  the  producers  point  of 
view."  Mr.  Wood  said,  "the  South 
African  motorist  will  look  for  three 
things:  the  right  car.  adequate  car 
service,  and  the  right  price.

Thev  ar» 
to  be  good  for  an  indefinite  period 
unless  suspended  or  cancelled  for 
cause. 

Provision  Is  made  for  the  automo- 
bile owner  who  habitually  lives  out- 
side the  province,  and  who  has  com- 
plied with  the  laws  of  his  place  of 
residence  as  to  the  licensing  of  driv- 
ers, by  a  clause  to  the  effect  that  he 
mav  be  granted  a  permit  to  use  his 
automobile  within  the  province  for 
an  aggregate  of  six  months  in  any- 
one year  without  having  to  take  out 
an  Alberta  driver's  licence 

The  new  rulings  make  no  pro- 
vision for  compulsory  insurance  of 
privately -owned  automobiles,  thus 
relieving  some  anxiety  which  had 
been  felt  amo:  r  automobile  owners 
It  Is  provided,  however,  that  taxi- 
cabs  and  11  verv  cars  of  every  descrtp- 
Uon  must  carry  insurance.

Meanwhile  an  official  synopsis  of 
the  most  important  features  of  the 
New  Brunswick  Motor  Vehicle  Act 
for  1939  has  been  prepared  by  Ralph 
St.  John  Freeae,  Deputy  Attorney- 
Oeneral.  for  the  guidance  of  resident 
and  non-resident  motorists  and  Is 
as  follows: 

Reasonable  and  proper  cpeed  must 
be  observed  in  cities,  towns  and  vil- 
lages, according  to  local  regulations. 
On  curves  and  crests  of  hills 
where  a  clear  view  cannot  be  seen 
for  at  least  200  yards,  twenty  miles 
per  hour.  Open  country,  forty 
miles  per  hour 

Do  not  park  on  curves  or  on  road 
Intersections.  A  parked  CAr  should 
be  off  the  main  traveled  portion  of 
the  highway  as  far  as  possible  and 
should  leave  a  clear  unobstructed 
width  of  at  least  fifteen  feet  for  pas- 
sage of  other  vehicles  and  must  be 
so  parked  that  a  clear  view  of  the 
vehicle  can  be  had  for  200  feet  In 
ynch  direction. 

Must  be  licenced  operators  This 
requires  either  an  operator's  licence 
or  a  chauffeur's  licence  and  such 
•icence  must  be  carried  at  all  times 
when  operating  a  motor  vehicle  and 
be  produced  for  inspection  when  re- 
quired Operator  s  licences  raav  be 
obtained  by  anyone  eighteen  years 
of  age  or  over,  but  before  being  used 
must  be  signed  by  another  person 
having  the  required  knowledge  and  1 


knows  the  person  named  in  the  lic- 
ence, has  examined  such  person  and 
is  satisfied  as  to  his  ability  to  drive 
■  motor  vehicle,  to  understand  high- 
way warning  or  direction  signs  and 
as  to  his  knowledge  of  the  rules  of 
the  road

teen  and  eighteen  years  may  obtain 
*  special  operating  licence  upon 
satisfying  the  department  of  his 
ability  to  operate  a  motor  vehicle, 
to  understand  highway  warning  and 
direction  signs  and  as  to  hts  knowl- 
edge of  the  rules  of  the  road.  No 
provision  is  made  for  granting  a 
licence  to  operate  a  motor  vehicle 
to  any  person  under  the  age  of  six- 
teen years. 

BONA    FIDE  TOURI8T 

Any  person  licenced  as  a  chauffeur 
or  operator  under  the  law  of  the 
country  of  his  residence  may  oper- 
ate a  motor  vehicle  in  this  Province 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  ninety 
days  in  any  one  year,  provided  he 
is  over  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  his 
licence  is  in  his  immediate  posses- 
sion, the  motor  vehicle  he  la  operat- 
ing has  been  duly  registered  In  the 
country  for  which  he  is  licenced  and 
carries  its  proper  number  plates  and 
the  certificate  of  registration  of  such 
vehicle  Is  In  the  immediate  posses- 
sion of  some  occupant  of  the  vehicle. 

Where  the  person  operating  the

MODERN  motorists  have  less  trouble  with  their  cars,  as  a  rule, 
than  they  do  with  their  business  problems  or  household 
affairs.  Yet  once  In  a  while  a  motorist 'i  vehicle  will 
develop  some  sUght  abnormality  and  need  some  attention  out  of 
ordinary  Of  course,  service  stations  are  now  so  thickly  scattered 
over  the  country  that  one  Is  usually  not  far  away.  It  Is  alwnya 
well  to  consult  an  expert  when  the  auto'is  sick.  But  If  one  Isn't 
nur.t  Inmd)  somethlai  b«J  fcc  bt  flOU  I]  !).,.  nrMHUlttltM  PttUD 
ought  to  know  something  about  how  to  locate  troubles  when  they 
arise.  • 
One  trouble  with  trouble  la  that  it 
(ten  hid  away  in  a  most  incon- 
spicuous place  and.  therefore,  not 
readily  located.  For  instance,  it  may 
he  hid  in  a  tiny  piece  of  carbon 
lodged  under  the  valve,  or  between 
spark  plug  points,  or  in  a  wire  that 
ha*  jarred  loose,  or  In  an  interrupter 
Joint,  or  a  piston  ring,  or  a  gas  pipe 


In  spite  of  that,  most  troubles  may 
be  located  quickly  if  some  systematic 
search  Is  made  Instead  of  aimless 
wandering  about 

TO  LOCATE  TJROUBU

to  start  out  without  any  definitely

When  the  engine  stops  and  the 
self-starter  fails  to  start  it.  or  if 
some  of  the  cylinders  miss  Are.  tske 
the  crank  and  use  it  to  turn  over 
the  engine  If  the  engine  cranks 
very  hard,  the  gears  being  in  neutral, 
there  Is  probably  a  lack  of  lubricat- 
ing oil.  or  lack  of  water  may  have 
allowed  the  engine  to  overheat  to 
a  point  where  the  lubricant  has 
failed  to  do  its  work.  If  the  engine 
r  ranks  over  without  sticking  the 
trouble  Is  probably  somewhere  else. 

If  lubrication  is  not  the  trouble.  It 
may  be  in  connection  with  the  gaso- 
line. First  Inspect  the  gasoline 
gauge  to  see  if  there  Is  a  quantity 
on  hand  for  use.  Next  depress  the 
float  in  the  carburetor  and  notice  if 
the  gasoline  drips  from  the  float 
bowl  If  It  does  not.  see  if  the  shut- 
off  valve  in  the  line  leading  to  the 
rarburetor  Is  open.  If  the  gasoline 
reaches  the  carburetor,  drain  the 
bowl  to  get  rtd  of  water  or  possible 
dirt  which  may  have  collected.

April  27.— The 
man  who  run»  the  largest  and  best 
known  automobile  racetrack  in  the 
world  says  he  knows  no  more  about 
motor  cars  than  thr  ordinary  owner. 

He  is  T.  E  i  "Pop"  i  Myers,  vice- 
president  and  general  manager  of 
the  Indianapolis  Motor  Speedway 
For  nineteen  years  "Pop."  as  he  Is 
faralllary  known,  has  guided  the  des- 
tinies of  the  organization,  which 
annually  stages  the  500- mUe  race 
here. 

Unlike  most  prominent  men  in  the 
automobile  world.  Mr.  Myers  did  not 
gam  his  start  as  a  race  driver,  a  me- 
chanic or  an  inventor  of  some  in- 
tricate thing  which  improved  the 
efficiency  of  the  motor.  He  was 
office  manager  for  a  realty  concern 
operated  by  Carl  O  Fisher  and  the 
late  James  A.  Allison,  two  of  the 
founders  of  the  speedway. 

Things  were  not  going  Just  right 
in  the  office  of  the  Speedway,  and 
Mr  Myers  was  more  or  less  drafted 
into  service  there.  He  made  a  num- 
ber of  changes  ahlch  saved  the 
Speedway  money,  and  as  he  learned 
more  about  the  business  he  soon 
convinced  Its  owners  that  they  could 
lorget  all  about  the  details.

The  foregoing  Instances  were  cited 
simply  to  Illustrate  why  the  writer 
recommends  motorists  to  make  a 
habit  of  using  good  oil  of  the  brand 
and  grade  recommended  by  the 
manufacturer  of  his  or  her  car,  and 
in  a  run-m  car  to  have  It  changed 
every  five  hundred  miles.  In  a  new 
car.  because  of  the  presence  of  mi- 
nute metal  particles  and  because  the 
bearing  surfaces  are  snug  and  have 
high  spots  that  must  be  worn  In, 
it  is  advisable  to  change  the  oil  at 
the  end  of  the  first  hundred  miles, 
at  the  end  of  four  hundred  miles,  at 
the  end  of  eight  hundred  miles,  and 
thereafter  every  five  hundred  miles. 

This  may  be  more  frequent  than 
Is  necessary  In  some  cases,  but  good 
oil  is  relatively  very  cheap  insurance 
for  sustained  good  car  behaviour. 
Krmrmber  that  there  are  many 
more  precision  machining  operations 
in  your  car  than  in  even  a  railroad 
locomotive.  There  are  many  parts 
fitted  with  a  tolerance  of  a  thou- 
sandth of  an  inch — some  to  one  ten- 
thousandth!  How  well  these  toler- 
ances are  maintained  after  the  car 
is  in  your  hands  depends  In  large 
part  on  how  well  they  are  lubricated 
1  that  Is  up  to  you.  It  isn't 
even  penny  wise,  certainly  It  is  egre- 
gloualy  pounds  rooUsh  to  attempt  to 
economise  on  the  cost  of  operating 
motor  vehicles  by  buying  Inferior 
oils  and  by  using  oil  after  It  has 
become  Inferior  through  excessive 
dilution  or  pollution  or  both.

CANNES,  France.  April  25  Fully 
flvo  hundred  sllck-halred  youths 
have  mysteriously  appeared  on  the 
Riviera  during  the  Ust  few  weeks 
They  are  the  professional  dancing 
partner*  coming  fmm  England  and 
all  parts  of  the  continent  to  begin 
their  Winter's  task  of  extracting 
their  living  from  elderly  women  who 
wish  to  appear  kittenish  on  the 
dance  floor,  and  young  fluppers  who 
wish  to  appear  older  than  their 
passports. 

It's  a  hard  life,  but  a  lucrative 
one  Many  of  these  men  earn  11.000 
a  month  during  the  season  Some 
of  them  make  as  much  as  12.000  a 
month  One  man  has  an  oral  con- 
tract with  an  elderly  English  woman 
whereby  she  pays  him  $40  an  hour, 
and  guarantees  at  least  seven  hours 
a  iresJk,  This  is  the  third  year  the 
contract  has  been  in  force.  LasI 
year  she  only  danced  twice  In  the 
five  months,  but  the  money  was  paid 
regularly. 

If  the  dancer  Is  In  the  employ  of 
a  hotel  or  a  restaurant  he  draws  no 
bouse  salary,  but  is  given  free  bed 
and  board.  There  Is  usually  a  house 
rule  regarding  the  maximum  charge 
for  a  dance,  but  he  soon  learns  to 
make  thr-  maximum  the  minimum 
At  one  restaurant  the  dancers  ex- 
pect |4  per  dance  and  the  two  men 
there  sometimes  make  81,000  a  week 
apiece. 

But  It  Is  doubtful  If  fifty  out  of 
the  four  hundred  will  have  any 
money  at  the  end  of  the  season. 
Most  of  them  are  inveterate 
gamblers,  willing  to  risk  everything 
lor  the  one  lucky  spot  which  will 
enable  them  to  retire.

The  stonework  around  the  door  of 
that  part  of  the  Alamo  whleh  still 
standi  Is  deeply  pitted  with  bullet 
msrks  made  by  Santa  Annas  Mexi- 
can soldiers  as  they  stormed  the 
garrison.  The  building  was  origi- 
nally the  church  of  the  Mission  8an 
Antonio  do  Valero.  The  mission  It- 
self included  land  on  all  aides  of  the 
ihunh.  The  first  stone  of  the

Mean- 
time.  there  was  dissension  among 
lb   rexan*  as  to  Whrtlwr 

independ- 
ence or  Justice  under  Mexican  rule 
was  most  dr.ilrable 

A*  a  result.  Lieut  -Colonel  W  B 
Ttavls.  in  command  of  the  Alamo, 
did  not  receive  reinforcements  a 
large  force  of  Mexicana  gradually 
Invested  the  town  until  Travis  300 
man  were  driven  to  the  Alamo  for 
refuge. 

Travi*  assembled  hi*  men  and  de- 
claring he  would  never  surrender 
drew  a  line  in  front  of  him  and  re 
qucated  all  who  would  stay  with  him 
to  *Up  across  the  mars  All  out 
one  walked  across  the  line  The  ex- 
ception was  Colonel  Jame*  Bowie

"We  must  leam  to  train  our 
young  people  for  marriage  Before 
entering  the  bonds  of  matrimony 
our  young  men  and  women  must 
have  received  preparation  to  the  art 
of  saving,  to  the  practice  of  making 
mutual  sacrifices:  and  must  know 
how  to  iron  out  misunderstandings 
and  clashes  of  temperament.
